The 25th 
the Biector caue’d Treaches to be open’d , and’ Bat- 
teries to be raisd. The 26th in the 
Pieces-of Cannon being ready, he caus’d them tu 
fire to make a Breach. Abour7 in the Evening 
order’d an Affaule to be made on the Counter{carp,. 
which was attack’d and defended with the ucmoft 
Vigour and with almof equal Lofs. The 27th his 
Blectoral Highnefs bad Advice that the Ajhes hac! 
pafs’d the Schelde: Whetefore to avoid being cur 
off, he was oblig’d to retire. My Lord Marlbo- 
rough arriv’d here the 29th at Noon, and the fame 
Day return’d to his Army at Aloft. 

Valenciennes, Dec. 1. The 25tb and 26ch of 
Month, the Enemy abandon’d la Baffee, and im- 
mediately the Count de Sezane enter’d it with 
the Troops which were at Bethune.
